) excellent Spirit, an emi- 
nent Chriſtian, fruitful 
every good work, the 
Diſciple of the bleſſed 
Apoſtle and Evangeliſt 
Saint Zohy, not onely in- 
ſtructed by the Apoſiles in the Doctrine of 
Chriſtianity , ae oy continually converſant 
amongſt them, who had ſeen Chriſt in the 
fleſh; bur he was by the Apoſtles them- 
ſelves ordained Biſhop of the Church of 
Smyrna in Aſia. He was that famous Angel 
ſo much commended for his Pietie, Patience, 
and Conſtancie, Revel.

For neither I, nor any other like unto me, 
can attain to the wiſdom of bleſſed and glo- 
rious PAUL, who, being amongſt you, and 
converling face ro face with men then 
living, taught you exaRly and firmly the 
Kan, of Truth , who alfo being abſenc 
wrote Epifles unto you, by which, if ye 
Sive heed unto them, ye may be built up in 
the faich, which was delivered unto you; 
which Faith is the mother of you all, being 
followed by Hope, and led on by Love,

our Neighbour. For if any man is poſleſſed 
of theſe, he hath fulfilled the command 
of Righteouſneſs, He, who is poſleſſed of

us teach the Widows to be ſober and wiſe, 
according to the faith of the Lord, and to 
make incerceiſion for all without inter- 
miſſion, keeping themſelves from all de- 
| tration, accuſation, falſ-witneſs-bearing , 
covetouſneſs, and all evil, knowing that they 
-  areasthe Altars of God, who obſerves the 
' faults of every one of us; for nothing is hid 
- + from him, neither of our reaſonings, under- 
- ſtandings, nor ſecrets of our hearts, and be- 
fcauſe we know that God cannot be mocked, 
we ought to walk worthy of his command, 
and of glory, Likewiſe let the Deacons be 
unblameable in the preſence of his righte- 
ouſneſs, for they are the miniſters of God 
in Chriſt, and not of men; Let them not be 
accuſers, nor double-tongued, nor covetous, 
bur continent in all things, compaſſionate, 
. careful, walking according to the truth of 
| the Lord, who was made the miniſter of all, 
from whom, if we pleaſe him inthis world, 
we ſhall receive a future reward , for he

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harh ingaged for us to raiſe us from the 
dead, and, if we have our converſition wor- 
thy of him, we ſhall alſo reign with him, :s 
we believe. In like manner let the Towng 
men beunblameable in all things, chiefly ler 
chem ſtudy chaſtity, and reſtrain themſclves 
as with a bridle from all chat is evil. For itis 
a good thing to be elevared in our deſires 
above all the deſireable things of this world, 
becauſe all concupiſcence of the world 
warreth againſt the Spirit, and neither for- 
nicators, nor effeminate perſons; nor. abu- 
ſers of themſelyes with mankind ſhall inhe- 
_ ritthe Kingdom of God, nor they, who do 
abſurd things. Therefore it is neceflary thar 
ye abſtain from all ſuch rhings, being ſub- 
jet to the Presbyters and Deacons, as to 
God and Chriſt. And lee the Yirgins walk 
with a blameleſs and chaſte Conſcience. 


Let the Presbyrers be of tender bowels,com- 


paſſionate towards all, converters of thoſe 
who are in errour,viſicers of all tha are ſick, 
careful of the Widow, the Orphans, and the 
indigent, always providing that' which is 
Sood in the ſight of God and men, not 


given to wrath, no reſpeters of perſons, not” 


unjuſt in judgement , keeping themſelves 
far from all coveroufneſs , not haſtily be- 
Jevingany thing againſt any man, nor raſh 

in 
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in paſſing judgement againſt any, knowing 
thac all of us are the debrers of ſix; and, as 
we pray the Lord would forgive us,we ought 
alſo to forgive, for weare continually in the 
ſight of the Lord God, and muſt all ſtand 
before the Tribunal of Chriſt, and every one 
of ms give an account for himſelf. 1 here- 
fore let us ſerve him with fear and all reve- 
rence, as he hath given in Commandement, 
and as the Apoſtles haye evangelized to us, 
and the Prophets , who preached before- 
hand the coming of our Lord. Be zealous of 
that which is good, and keep your ſelves 
from ſcandals, avoiding the company of 
falſe brethren, who carry the Name of the 
Lord in hypocrifie onely to ſeduce vain men 
into errour. For every one, who doth not 
confeſs, that Feſus Chrift is come in the fleſh, 
& Antichriſt; and he, who doth not con- 
feſs, the Martyrdom of the Croſs, is of the 
devil; and he, who ſhall pervert the Oracles 
of the ' Lord to ſerve his own private luſts, 
and ſhall ſay that there is no Reſurrettion, 
nor judgement , is the firſt-born of Satan. 
Therefore let us decline the folly of many, 
and their falſe doQrines, and give heed co 
that word, which wes delivered to us from 
the beginning. Let us attend unto Prayers 
with all ſobriczie, and unto Faſtings with 

all

all perſeverance; and in our ſupplications 
let us pray unto the 4/-ſeeing God, that he 
would not lead us into temptation, as the 
Lord bath taught, for the ſpiris 5 willing, 
but the fleſh is weak, Let us endure without 
fainting, reſting our ſelves upon oxr hope 
and pledge of nghteouſneſs, which is Zeſ#s 
Chrift, Who did bear onr ſins in his own | 
body upen the tree , who did no fin, neither | 
Was gnile found in his month, but he patient- « 
ly endured all things for us, that we mighc | 
live through him, Therefore let us be the *' 
followers of his patience , and if we ſuffer | 
for his Name, we glorifie him , for he ſet | 
us ſuch an Example in himſelf, as we believe. 
Therefore 1 exhort you all to obey the 
word of Righteouſneſs, and to exerciſe all 
Patience, as ye have ſeen it exemplified be- 
fore your eyes, not onely in the bleſſed 
Tonatius, Zoſimus, and Rufus, but in others 
among you, in Paxl himſelf, and the reſt of 
the Apsy?es. For ye may be confident, that 
all theſe have not run in yain, but in Faith 
and Righteouſneſs, and having obtzined the | 
place due unto them, are now with the Loxd, 4 
with whom alſo they ſuffered; for they | 
loved not this preſent world, but him, who 
died for us, and ws for us by God raiſed | 
agun from death to life. Sravd faft there- 
fore 
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fore-in theſe things, and follow the Pattern 
of the Lord Be ſtedfaſt in the Faith, immu- 
table, Loyers of the brotherhood, kind one 
co another, united in Truth, performing all 
meeknels each to other, and deſpifing none. 
When ye can do good, do not deferre it, for

Alms delivereth from death, Be ſubjeRt one / 


to another, having your converſation. un- 
blameable among the Gentiles; that your 
ſelves may receive praiſe from your good 
works, and the Lord be-not bla/phemed by 


your means, But wo to that man, by whom 


the Name of the Lord is blaſphemed. There- 
fore teach all men ſobriety, and be your 
ſelves converſant in it, I am very much 
troubled for Yalens, who was made a Pref 
byter among you, becauſe he is unmindful of 
his place, which was committed unto him. 
I therefore admoniſh you, that ye abſtain 
from Coverowſne(s, and that ye be chaſte 
and true. Keep your ſelves from all evil. 
But how can he preach this ro, another, who 
cannot govern himſelf in theſe matrers ? 
If a man keep not himſelf from Coverouſneſs, 
he will be lefiled with 7dolatry, and ac- 
counted an heathen. But who knows not 
the judgement of the Lord> Do we not 
know, that the Saints ſhall judge the world, 
as Paul teacherh ? But I have neither per- 

B 2 ceived, 
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ceived, nor heard of any ſuch thing amon 

you, amongſt whom bleſſed Pax laboured, 
who are alſo in the beginning of his Epiſtle. 
For he glories of you in all thoſe Churches, 
which onely knew God at that time, for as 
yet we had not known him. Therefore, my 
Brethren, I am grieved for him, and for his 
wife, to whom the Lord give true Repen- 
tance. And be ye ſober asto this very thing, 
eſteem not ſuch as enemies, but reſtorethem 
as frail and erring members, that the whole 


' body of you may be ſaved, for in ſo doing 


ye build up your ſelves, I cruſt that ye are 
well exeraſed in the holy Scriptures,and that 
nothing is hid from you, which thing is not 
yet granred unto me. As it is written, Be 
angry, and ſin not, let not the ſun go down 
pon your wrath, Bleſſed is he, who ſhall 
believe, which thing believe to be in you.

for they,contain in them faith, and patience 
and alt that is neceſſary:for che building of 
you up in our Lord. Signifie unto us what 
e ſhill certainly know concerning 1gnatiz's 
funſelf, and thoſe who are with him, 1 
have written unto you theſe things by 
Creſcens, whom 1 formerly commended to 
you, and do now commend, for he was con- 
verſant amongſt us unblameably, and I be- 
lieve he was the ſame amongſt you, Ye ſhall 
alſo have his ſiſter commended, when ſhe 
ſhall come unto you.

theſe Copies ſome were corrupt and inter- 
polate, ſuch were the Epiſtles publiſhed in 
Greek with the Vulgar Latine yerfion by 
| theRight Reverend Father in God Biſhop

Uſrrr Primate of 7relavd' 77nd by him 
printed at Oxford, Anno Dom. 1644. Maſter 
Jſaac YVoſſius publiſhed che ſame in an Edi- 
tion of his, which was printed at Amftrr 
dam, Anno Dom. 1646. 1 believe Maſter 
Fohn Calvin, the Centuriators, Door hit. 
aker, and ſome others made their Excepti- 
ons and ObjeRtions againſt theſe Epiſtles,

ſtuff, for their quarrel was not againſt the 
Epiſtles of 7g»arivs , but againſt the cor- 
ruptions, and interpolations inſerted , and 
put into his Epiſtles.

' proach to more ancient times, that ſo the 
Antiquity and Verity of this our Jgnatins 
may be the more apparent, and the errour 
of thoſe men alſo be the more conſpicuous, 
who are otherwiſe perſwaded of him. 1he 
firſt therefore, who made mention of theſe 
Epiſtles of Jgnatins is Polycarp the Martyr,

ro 7gatizs. So that I propound this queſti- 
on; What appearance of truth can there 
poſſibly be, that (ſo long as Pohcarp was 
alive) theſe true Epiſtles of 7eatizes ſhould 
be ſuppreſſed, and others fuborned in the 
place of them? Did Polycarp deſtroy the 
firſt, that there ſhould be a neceſſity to de- 
viſe others in their ſtead? 1 think no man 
will render himſelf ſo ridiculous, as to make 
an attempt to prove any ſuch thing, Now 1 
proceed. If Polzcarp had theſe Epiſtles, cer- 
tainly 7r-e275 bis Scholar who cited them, 
had the ſame, end Origen received them 


from tenews, whole Ciration out of them 


we mentioned a little before. And Tam of 
opinion that no man can imagine, that the 
Epiſtles of Jenatins cited by Ewſebins, were 
any other Epiſtles then thoſe which Origen 
made uſe of : Arhanaſins,erom, Chriſeftem, 
T heodoret, Antiochus, Damaſcen, Photins, and 
innumerable others, who all of them made . 
uſe of the teſtimony of 7gnarixs, did follow 
that Copie, which Exſebins had. So that 
Tenatins was never accounted of by any as 
Apecryphal , and yet all the Books of the 
New Teſtament had not the luck to eſcape 
ſo, but ſome were queſtioned as ro their Ori- 
ginal and authority. Seeing therefore we 
have ſuch a continued ſucceſſion of emi- 
C nent 
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- nent men, who have given their approbari- - 
on touching theſe Epiſtles, I do not ſee by 
what argument they can poſſibly defend 
their opinion, who are otherwiſe perfwaded 
of them. It is confeſſed his Epiſtles have 
been corrupted, and abuſed, and been read 
over with their corruptions and Iinterpola- 
tions to theſe preſent times.; yet there have 
not been wanting men of piercing judge- 
ments, who have diſcovered truth to be in 
thoſe very interpolate Epiſtles; Andrew 
Rivet an eminent man makes this our ſuffici- 
ently. However I now publiſh thoſe Epi- 
ſles, which are genuine, and in all reſpets 
agreeing with the teſtimony of the Antients; 
ſo that they, who will deny theſe,muſt deny 
alſo that this AZartyy ever wrote any Epiſtles. 
But let them enjoy their own opinion, for 
my part I am aſfured that they will meet 
with very f-w of the ſame, and none that can 
be of it with reaſon. But (Courteous Reader) 
thou artindebred to the Medicean Library, 
that thou haſt theſe writings of Jgnatins 
pure, and not counterfeit ; and thou art in- .

Onefimus doth himſelf very much commend 
your good Order, which is according to 
God, foryeall live according to truth, and 
there isno hereſie amongſt you, neither do 


; ye hear any but 7eſ#s Chriſt ſperking ac- 


cording to truth. Some indeed by an evil 
deceit have accuſtomed themſelves. to carry 
about his Name, but they do things unwor- 
thy of God, and theſe ye ought to ſhun as 
beaſts. For they are like mad dogs biting 
unawares, whom ye ought to avoid, and 
have a ſpecial eye upon, being perſons very 
hard to be cured. There is one Phyſirian 
fleſhly, and ſpiritual, begotten, and unbe- 
Sotten, God made in the fleſh, and the crue 
life in death, both of AZayy and of God, firſt 
paſſible, and then impaſlible. Let no man 
ſeduce you, as ye are not yet ſeduced, being 
wholly of God. For ſo long as there is no 
contention amongſt you , which may be 
hurtful to you, ye live according to God. 
I am made as an Off- ſcouring for you, and as 
a Purgatorie expiation for you Epheſians fa- 
mous to ages.

Though (qme among 
you may be injured, defrauded, deſpiſed, yer 
let no one amonglt you be found an Herb of 
the d-2;/. Keep your ſelves in all Puritie 
and Temperance both in fleſh and ſpiric 
through 7:/us Chrift. The laſt times are 
come ; Therefore let us reyerence and fear 
the long-ſufferance of Ged, that it be not our 
condemnation, For either let us fear the 
wrath to come, gr love the preſent grace. 
One of the two is onely to be found in fe- 
ſas Chriſt, that we may live indeed. No- 
thing can become us without this, for this 
I bear about my bonds, which are as fpiritual 
Pearls, through which by your Prayers L 
may riſe again.

For 
when ye often come together into one 
place the powers of Satan are rendred fru- 
ſtrate , and his enmitie is deſtroyed through 
your Unity of Faith. Nothing is better than 
peace, by which all hoſtilitie of heavenly and 
earthly powers is made void. None of theſe 
things are conceal'd from you, if ye hold

ſhop, but to give him all Reverence, accord- 
ing to the power of God the Father. (as I 
have known holy Precbyters ) not preſu- 
ming upon that juvenile order which ap- 
pears, but as wiſe men in God, concurring 
with him , yet not with him, but with the 
Father of Feſas Chriſt the Biſhop of all. 
Therefore for bis honour, who wills it, ir 
is meet we perform obedience without hy. 
pocrifie, For a man doth not deceive this 
Biſhop, whom we ſee, but puts a fallacie 
upon him who is inviſible. This is not 
ſpoken in reference to the fleſh, but to God, 
who knoweth ſecrets. Therefore it is meer 
not onely to be called Chriſtians, but to be 


ſo. For ſome indeed there are, who own. 
the Biſ5op in name, but do all things without 


him. Such-men appear to me to be men of 
no good Conſcience, becauſe they hold 
meetings not eſtabliſhed by commandment. 
All works have ſome end, two are pro- 
pounded, Death and Life, and every m_ 

| all 
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ſhall go to his proper place. As there are 
* two forts of Coyn, one of God, another of . 
the world, and each Coyn hath its propet 
ſtamp ſet uponit, Jfidels have the ſtamp 
z of this world, Believers in love have the 
# ſtatnp of God the Father by Feſws Chriff, 
; whoſe life cannot be in us, unleſs we can 
through him voluntarily die into his Paſſion. 
{ But fecing 1 have in the perſons preſcribed 
caken a view of your whole multitude irs 
Faith and Love, I admoniſh you to do all 
things in the unanimity of God ; your Z#- 
ſhop being Preſident over you in the place of 
God, and the Presbjters in place of the 
Conncil of the Apoſtles, and the Deacons 
moſt pleafant to me, having the Dzaconie of 
Feſus Chrift committed to ther, who was 
with the Father before ages, and in the end 
appeared. Having therefore all received 
manners like unto God, revererice one att= 
; other, and let no man defraud his neigh- 
bour accotding to the fleſh, but love one 
another always in Feſ/as Chriff. Let nothing 
be amongſt you, which may poflibly divide 
you, bur be united to the ZFi/bvp, arid to 
thoſe who are Preſidents over you, accord- 
ing to the Type and Do@rine of incot- 
ruption. Therefore as the Lord being unt- 
\ ted to him did nothing without the Father, 
neither

neither by himſelf, nor by the Apoſtles ; 
ſo neither do ye a& any thing without the 
Biſhop, and the Presbyters. Neither attempt 
any thing upon your own account how. 
ever reaſonable it may appear unto you, 
When ye come together into one place, ; 
let there be One Prayer, One Supplication, | 
one mind, one hope in Love and in imma- 
culate joy. There is one eſs Chriſt than 
whom nothing is better. Therefore all con- 
cur together as into the Temple of God, as 
to one Altar, to one Jeſus Chrift, who came 
from one Father, and being one is returned 
to him. Be not deceived by itrange opini- 
ons, nor old fables, which are unprofitable. 
For if we ſtill live according to the Lgyy and | 
Judaiſm, we confeſs that Grace is not re- 
ceived. For the moſt divine Prophers lived 
according to Jeſus Chriſt, and therefore 
they were perſecuted, being inſpired by his 
Grace, that they might work a perſwaſion 
in thoſe, who were not perſwaded,that there 
is one God, who manifeſted himſelf by Je- 
ſus Chriſt his Son, who is his eternal pyord, 
not coming forth from Silence ,-who in all 
things pleaſed him that ſent him. There- 
fore if they, who were converſant in the 
works of old time, came to the Newneſs of 
Hope , not Sabbatizing any longer, bur li- 
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ying according to the Domnical life of that 
day, whereon our life did rife again chrough 
bim, and was his death ( whom ſome 
deny ; ) through which myſterie we have 
received both co Believe, andalſo to endure 
with Patience, that we may be found the 
Diſciples of Feſws Chriſt our onely AMafter z 
how ſhall we be able to live without him, 
whom the Prophets , being his Diſciples, 
looked for in Spirit as their Maſter? and 
becauſe they julily __— him, he,when 
he was come, raiſed them from the dead. 
Therefore let not us be inſenſible of his 
Goodneſs, for if he ſhould retribute to us 
according to what we do, we ſhould ceaſe 
to be. Therefore being made his Diſciples 
[ct us learn to live like Chriſtians. For he, 
who is called by any other name than this, 
is not of God. Therefore put away from 
you the evil leaven, which is old and cor- 
rupt, and be ye changed into the New 
Leaven, which is 7eſus Chriſt. Be ye ſeaſon- 
ed in him, that none of you be corrupted, 
for ye ſhall be diſproved by your ſavour, 
It is an abſurd thing to profeſs Zeſms Chriſt, 
and yer to Judaize; for Chriſtiani/m hath 
not beheved into ]udai/m, but Judaiſm inco 
Chriſt;aniſm , that every tongue believing 
might be gathered unto God, But theſe 

E things 
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things ( my Beloved; ) not becauſe ] have 
known any of you to be ſuch, but becauſe, 
though Iam leſſer then you, 1 would have 
you to be preſerved, that ye may not fall in- 
to the ſnares of a vain opinion, but may have 
afull aſſurance in the NV ativity, Paſſion, and 
Reſurreftion, efſeRted in that ſ-aſon when 
Pontins Pilate was governour, all truly and 
firmly accompliſhed by 7e/#s Chriſt our 
hope, from which hope may none of you 
be perverted. I would every w:y enjoy 
you, if I may be worthy , for though I am 
in bones, yet am I not to be compared to 
one of you, who are at libertie. I know ye 
are not puffed up, for ye have ens Chriſt 
among you. And I know the more I praiſe 
you, it doth but ſhame you ſo much the 
more, as It is written, The juſt man is an 
accuſer of himſelf, Make it your endeavour 


to be confirmed in the determinations of | 


the Zord and the Apeſtles, thar whatever ye 
do may be proſperous both in fleſh and ſpi- 
rit, Faith and Love, in the Son, and in the 
Father, and in the Spirit, in the beginning 
and the end, rogether with your molt vene- 
rable Biſhop, and your Presbyterie, which is 
as a ſpiritu2! Crown decentiy pl ted, and 
the Deacons, who are according to God 
Be ſubject ro the £i/op,and one to another,

therefore evil arts, and the frauds of the 
prince of this world, leſt being troubled with 
his opinion ye be weakned in charitie. Be 
all of you made up into one with an undi- 
vided heart, Tthank my God that 1 have a 
good Conſcience as concerning you, and 
that no man hath wherof to glory, cither 
privately or pablikely, that I have been bur- 
denſom to any either in little or much. 
And I beſeech all to whom I have ſpoken, 
that they poſſeſs not this as a Teſtimonie. - 
And although ſome would feduce me ac-

to any. Then ſhall I be the true Diſciple of 
Jeſus Chriſt, whenthe world ſhall not ſee 
my body. Pray to the Lord for me, that by 
theſe inftruments I may be found a ſacrifice 
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to God. I do not give you commands as 
Peter and Pant; they were Apoiiles, but 1 
am a condemned perſon, they were free, 
but I am a ſervant even until now, yer, if I 
ſuffer, 1 ſhall be made the Freeman of Feſzs 
Chriſt, and ſhall riſe agein free ; and being 
now a Priſoner I learn to deſire nothing. 
From Sy+ia even to Rome do I fight with 
beaſts, boch by Land and by Sea, by night 
and by day, being bound to ten Leopards, 
(which are my military guard) which are 
the worſe for being kindly treated. But 
by their injurious dealings I am the more 
made a Diſciple, yet am I not theretore ju- 
ſtified. I would enjoy the beaſts which are 
prepared for me, and I pray that they may 
be found ſharply ſer, nay 1 would entiſe 
them greedily to devour me, and not fear- 
fully ro decline the touching of me as they 
have avoided ſome, But if chey ſhun me, 
and will nor, I ſhall provoke them. Pardon 
me. 1 know what is convenient for me, 
Now I begin to be a Diſciple in that I haye 
a zeal to nothing viſible or inviſible, but that 
I may gain Fe(#s Chriſt. Let the fire, the 
croſs, the violence of beaſts, ſcattering of 
bones, concifion or chewing of members, 
grinding of the whole body; buffetings of 
the devil come upon me, ſ@ that I may bur 

ng : enjoy 
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enjoy 7e/us Chriſt. The ends of che world 
will profit me nothing, nor the kingdoms 
of this age. Ir is good for me to die for 7e- 
ſas Chriſt, rather then to rule over the ends 
of the earch.

But 1 may through 
mercy be ſomething if I obtain God, My 
Spirit ſaluteth you, and the love of the 
Churches which haye received me for the 
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Name of Feſwus Chrift, not as one p: ſling 
by them, for they did not meet me onely 
. onthe way according to the fleſh, but con. 
ducted me to the Citie. Theſe things [ 
write unto you from 'S1yrna by the FE phe- 
fians, worthy to be molt bleſſed, Crocus 
elſo is with me a Name deſireable, together 
with many others, who came from Syria to 
Rome tothe glorie of God. I believe they 
are known to you, to whom ye may make 
manifeſt the things approaching me. For 
they are all worthy of God, and of you, 
and it becomes you to refreſh them in 
all chings. I have written unto you theſe 
things upon the diy before the ninth of 
the Calends of September.

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The Life of 
Saint BARNABAS the 


Apoſtle. 


Aint Barnabas was a man of excellent 
anddivine Qualifications, beautified and 
adorned with ſingular gifts and graces for 
the propagating of Chriſtianitie, and pro- 
moting the Kingdom of the Lord 7eſus, 
being one of the ſecundary ApoFles, which 
were in that age made choice of in imita. 
tion of the twelve, and choſen together 
with Pal to this honourable imploymenr 
by God himſelf, A#.13. 2. All were not 
Apoſtles, 1 Cor.12.29. Hoc magnum erat 
per paucorum privilegium, This was a great 
Privilege, and onely of ſome few. Chrif 
was the Apoſtle of God. Heb.z.1.the Twelve 
the Apoſtles of Chrif, F0h.20.21. and they, 
as the Spirit gave direRion, did conſtitute 
Euſeb.lj.1. others in like manner. Kee wiunov of d- 
one Surg Trig Gowy Ymagtalmoy ' Amogthor, There 


being many Apoſtles beſides the Twelve 


after 
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after their ſimilitude. Of this mumber was 


Barnabas, who needs not any humane Cha- 
* racer, in regard he abounded with ſo much 


of Divine Approbation, for honourable 
mention is frequently made of him in the 
Atts of the Apoſtles written by Saint Lake. 
He and Pan were tanquam jugati boves as 
Gods chief yoke of Oxen, ploughing over 
much ground, and manuring the field of 
Chriſtianitie,, He was a perſon of very great 
Eminencie and Integritie in his Place and 
Office, often imployed upor{ honourable 
Services for the Church, ſometimes alone, 
and ſometimes in conjunQion with holy 
and bleſſed Pax), and when he had done the 
C hurch all honeſt and faithful Service he 
poſſibly could, and h:d improved his ta- 
lents to his Maſters pglorte, the Churches be- 
nefit, and his own, he finiſhed the courſe of 
his natural life by a glorious Afartyrdom, 
and under the power of Neys the firſt of 
Perſecators, and worlt of men, was burnt at 
the ſtake for his Religion, upon the eleventh 
of 7me, which day is Annually obſerved by 
our Church to perpetuate his memory, and 
to advance Gods glorie. This briefly con- 
cerning the Author, his following Epiſtle 
indeed may not prove ſo very acceptable to 
ſome, in regard of his ſtrange TC 
| 0 
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of Scripture, which are not after the mo- 
dern and more refined mode. But it is to 
be noted that, when he wrote, Chriſtianity 
was but in the Cradle, and ſcarce advanced 
into her morning Dreſs, then God made 
choice of the weak things of the world to 
confound the mighty, and of rude and illi- 
terate men to confound the learned. Since 
thac time Chriſ#;anity hath - made a conqueſt 
over the world, heathen learning is become 
ſubſervient to divine Truths, the rudeneſs 
and firſt Dravght of Chriftianity hath been 
poliſhed over, and adorned by the moſt able 
and learned Pens; The following Tranſla- 
tion of this Epiſtle igaccording to the Ori- 
ginal Greek Copy ſet forth by Mr 1/aac 
Voſſins , and printed at Amſterdam, Anno 
Dom. 646. who himſelf gives this follow. 
ing accoumrof it in his Aznorations upon it, 
Some years have paſſed over, ſince it was 
my reſolution to publiſh this Epiftle of Bar- 
nabas, which I received from thecincompa- 
rable Sa/maſixs ; but being prevented by a 
journey, I could not then perfe& what I 
intended, When 1 went for Exgl/and to 
make my ſelf acquainted with that Nation, 
another opportunity offered ic ſelf unto me, 
whereby I was encouraged ſpeedily to make 
publike che Epiſ/e before mentioned, which 
| | had 
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had merited long before $0 be ſent forth 
to the publike view. For the Right Reve- 
rend D! Uſher, Biſhop of Armagh, and 
Primate of Jre/and was then preparing to 
publiſh a new Edition of Jgnatins, and 
when he made it both his requeſt and offer 
that this Epiſtle of Barnabas might be 
printed with his 7gnatiar Epiſtles, I not onely 
freely conſented co ir, but was very glad, that 
ſo very Antient a Monument ſhould fall into 
thoſe hands, from which I was aſſured it 
would borrow not a little ſplendour, And 
had not a great fire conſumed a great part 
of the Citie of Oxford, and deſtroyed all 
Exemplars, we had had long ſince a very 
fair Edition of this Author, However there 


were not wantirg in Fravce ſome learned 
men, who thought it a very unworthy thing 


that ſuch a writing ?s this ſhould be ſo long 
concealed, Thereupon Claudius Menardas 
of the Order of Saint Afaxras lately fitted 
out for us a new Edition; and that he hath 
very well deſerved of the publike for this 
a of his no man can deny. Yet he had me- 
rited more had it been his good fortune 
to ſee more Copies For ſeeing that Edition 
of his was wholly taken out of one only 
book, ir could not poſlibly come forth any 
other then very taulty, Though _ 
at 
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hath not ſo much favoured me as to mini- 
ſter occaſion to any mans envie, yet this 
happineſs hich been afforded me, to have 
the uſe of three A{anuſcripts, whereby to 
corre that Edition; The Medicean Li- 
brarie of Florence ſupplyed me with the firſt, 
and that of Theatins at Rome furniſhed me 
with the other two, and Lacas Hoſtenins 
an eminent man , who c:nnot be pr-iſed 
according to his deſerts, is the perſon, to 
whom 1 am indebred for the uſe of them, 
Whac h-Ip theſe three Afary/cripts have 
afforded me, he will be beit -ble to judpe, 
who can think it worth his while ro com- 
pare this with the other Edition before 
mentioned. But 1 cannot imagine upon 
what grounds ſome men ſhould think that 
this is not the Epiſtle of Barnabas, whereas 
Clement, Origen,and others aſcribe it ro him. 
Learned men (i believe) may tike offence 
at ſome unuſual Expoſitions of his, made 
upon ſome places of Scripture ; bur they 
can have nothing whereon to ground a 
perſwaſion, that thoſe piices ſhould be mif- 
interpreted by a min of fo great authority, 
whom the holy Scyiptures make fo frequent 
mention of, and who was always an inſepa- 
rable Companion of the Apoſtle Paul, and 
himſelf one of the Afiner Apoſtles. _ 
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who could-exyeR all kind of Science and 
Learning from thoſe firſt Chriſtians ? and 
think chat they might not as well be mi- 
ſtaken as their Relatives, eſpecially in things 
not appertaining to Faith ? Do we not 
meet with many mo as ſtrange in the 
Epitle of Clement ? which Epiſtle was pub- 
liſh. d by Patricins Zanins the Kings Libra- 
ry Keeper, and an eminent man, to whom 
I am ſo much a debtor, that he cannot poſſi- 
bly oblige me more. For who can well di- 
geſt that fable of Clement about the Phoenix, 
and his many worlds beyond the Ocean ? 
neither do I believe that ſome will eaſily 
admit of that Expoſition abour the Scarler 
thred of the Harlot Kahab, that it ſhould be 
a Type of the bloud of Chr;ft, and other 
things of this nicure which I could reckon 
up, but they are not ſo proper for thisplace;. 
yet was this C/ement called an Apoſtle by as 
good right as Barnabas was. Therefore no 
perſons ought to tind fault with that inthe 
one, which they excuſe in the other, It is 
known to every one how very myſtically; 
ſuperſtitiouſly, and almoſt impertnently, 
thoſe firſt Chriſtians did interpret the 
Scriptares. Therefore if ſome things ſhould 
be met with in this Author, which may dif- 


pleaſe the Learned, let them rather impure 
ic 
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ittothe manner of expreſſion uſed by thoſe 
ancient Chrifians, than entertain the leaſt 
thoughts that this writing is ſuppoſiticious. 
Nor - any perſons theretore like the worſe 
of this Epiſtle of Barnabas becauſe Exſebins, 
and other Greek Writers of a later date, 
have placed it amongſt the Apocryphal wri- 
tings. For they did not queſtion the Au- 
thor, only they approved not of thoſe my. 
ſtical Interpretations of his, made upon ma- 
ny places of Scripture. And for the fame 
reaſon many works of Clement of Alexan- 
dria and of Origen, were accounted Apecyy- 
hal , whereas 1t was never yet doubted of, 


whether thoſe very works ſo accounted of . 


were their genuine works. And certainly 
if we ſhould rejeR all Writings, which have 
at any time been accounted Apoeryphal, we 
ſhould rejeR the Epiſtle of Paul to the He- 
brews, and the Epiſtle of Fude the Apole, 
and that of Clement to the Corinthians , 
which thing ſhould we do how abſurd 
would it ſeem to any man? Others have 
given out that they have diſcerned this 
Epiſtle to be ſpurious both from the Style, 
and manner of Writing, and they. have af- 
firmed the very ſame —_ of the Epiſtles 
of /gnatius; but they, who boaſt of ſuch 
things, would ſeem more accute than be- 

| comes 
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comes them. For it is not ſo caſie to diftin- 
guiſh ſpurious writings from genuine, as it is 
to know true Pearls from counterfeit, When 
true Stones are compared with counterfeit, 
the fucas of the counterfeit ſoon appears, as 
a true people will diſcover a falſe one, 
whichis a thing ordinary in other traffique- 
able commodities. But from what is ir poſ- 
ſible for theſe men to take the ground of 
their conjeRure, who deny theſe to be the 
very Epiſtles of Tonatins and Barnabas ? 
Have they feen other Writings of theirs ? 
Certainly not. Therefore how come they 
to know what Style Barnabas and Ignatins 
uſed ? Yet they go on and fay, that whar 
they think to be true, they know to be true, 
and if it be ſo with them, I will not adde 
one word more about them.

M- ſons and danghters,in the Name 
of our Lord eſws Chriſt, who lo- 
ved us, I wiſh you much joy and 
peace. Rnouteg that there is in you an 
abundance of the great and comely Graces 
of God, I am rejoyced above meaſure by 
your bleſſed and excellent ſpirits, for by 
this means ye have received a natural grace. 
So that I am hereby very much comforted, 
hoping to be ſer at liberty , becauſe I verily 
perceive thar the ſpirit is infuſed into yon 
from the honourable Fountain of God. And 
ſeeing I am of this perſwaſion, and know it 
the more fully fo to be, in regard that, whilſt 
I am converling with you, many things have 
ſucceeded well with me, according to the 
equal way of the Lord; therefore is it hap- 
pily Brethren in my thoughts to love you 

more 
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more than my own ſoul , becauſe the great- 
neſs of faith and love dwelleth therein, and 
the hope of that other life. Thinking of this 
(and becauſe ic was my care to impart ſome» 
thing unto you of what I have received) 
that ic would be a ſufficient reward to do 
ſervice to perſons of ſuch a ſpiric, I made ir 
my proper bulineſs,as xy to me, ſpeedi. 


ly to ſend unto you ſome few things, that 
together with your faith ye may have al- 
fo perfe&t knowledge. There are alſo three 
Conſtitutions of the Lord, The hope of life, the 
beginning, and the conſummatioy, For God 
hath made before-hand things plain to us, 
by his Prophers, who are paſſed, and hath 


given unto us the beginnings of future 
things. Bur, as be hath ſaid, /t ;s a more 
honourable and high thing to approach to hs 
Altar. Yer I ſhill not as a Teacher or Do- 
Rour, but as one of you, ſhew you a few 
things, by which ye may be the more joy- 
ful in many. Seeizo therefore that the days 
are moſt wicked , and that the adverſary 
hath the power of chis world, we ought di- 
ligently ro make enquiry into the equal 
ways of the Lord. Fear and Patience are 
the Coadjmtors of your faith, and the things, 
which fight for us, are Longanimitie and 
Continence. Where theſe remain pure, ac- 

G cording 
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cording to the Ing, 
ſcience, knowledge rejoyce together wi 
them. For he hath laid it open to us by all 
the Prophets, that he will not uſe our facri- 
fices, victims, nor oblations, ſaying in this 
wiſe, To what purpoſe #5 the multitude of 
your ſacrifices unto me, ſaith the Lord, I am 
full of the burnt-offerings of rams , and the 
fat of lambs, 1 delight not in the bloud of 
goats and bulls. Neitber do I regard yew, 
- When ye come to appear before me. For who 
hath required theſe things at your hands ? 
either ſhall ye tread my courts. When ye 
bring your conrſe bread it is vain, your incenſe 
is an abomination to me. Tour new moons, and 
ſabbaths,and great day I cannot endure ; Tour 
faſt, idle time, new moons, and feaſts my 
foul hateth. God hath therefore made theſe 
void, as the new Law of our Lord 7eſws 
Chriſt, which is without the yoke of neceſ- 
ſiry, hath made void the humane oblation. 
The Lord ſaith again unto them, Have 7 
commanded your fathers, when they Went out 
of the land of Fgypt, that they ſhould offer 
unto me ſacrifices and vittims ? but this [ 
commanded them, ſaying, Let every one among 
you bear no malice towards his neighbour, and 
let no man ſwear falſly. Seeing therefore 
that we are not withovt underſtanding, we 

ought 
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ought to underſtand che counſel of the 
goodneſs of our Father, For he being 
willing to ſeek us alſo going aſtray, hatl 
told us how we ſhould come unto him, ſay- 
ing, The ſacrifice of God i 4 contrite. heart, 
and one that is humbled, God duth not deſpiſe. 
Therefore (Brethren ) we ought to enquire 
more certainly concerning our Salvation, 
that nothing may have entrance-into us, 
which may turn vs away from our life. 
God ſpeaks again unto them as concerning 
theſe things, ſaying, 7/herefore do ye fait 


to me, that your voice may be heard on high, as 
this day ? I have not choſen ſuch a faſt, nar a 
"day for a man to affiitt his ſoul ; neither ſhalt 
thow bow dawn thy neck like a bulruſh, nor 
ſpread ſackcloth and aſhes under thee, nor ſhall 
'Je call this an acceptable faſt. But to us he 
faith chius, hen ye ſhall faſt, Looſe every 
bond of iniquitie , aiſſolve the obligations of 
. violent contratts, ſet the "preſſed at libertie, 
make woid every injurious obligation ;, break. 
thy bread to th: hungry , bring the poor that 
are without ſhelter into thine hor:ſe ; when thou 
ſeeſt the naked clothe him, and hide not thy ſelf 
from thine own fleſh, thin thy light ſhall break 
forth as Ne Mirai _ the way A 
ing forth ſpeedily ; and thy righteogſneſs 
a Le belt thee, the glerie f the Lord 
pe G2 hhall 
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ſhall be thy rereward. Then ſhall thou call, 
and the Lord ſhall anſwer; thou ſhall cry, . 
and he ſhall ſay,Here I am : if thou take away 
from the midff of thee the yoke the putting forth 
of the fr er, and (peaking Vanity, and ſhall 

ive thy Co to the hungry with all thy ſoul. 
Therefore in this (brethren) God is provi- 
dent and merciful , in regard the people, 
whom he hath acquired to his beloved, 
ſhould believe in ſimplicity, and he hath 
ſhewn to all us, that we ſhould not run as 
Proſelytes over to their Law. And it con- 
cerns us to write much of the things in hand, 
which cannot heal. Let us flic every work of 
iniquitie, and hate the errour of this time, 
and love things future. Let us not give hiber- 
rie to our ſoul, nor ſuffer it ro wander with 
moſt lewd men and ſinners, For the trial is 
conſummate, as it is written, as Damnel ſaith, 
it is at hand. For this c:uſe doth the Lord 


divide times and days, that his beloved may 


hiſtento his inherit-nce. So ſaith the Pro- 
pher, Ten kingdoms ſhall reign upon the earth, 
and a little king ſhall ariſe, who ſhall depeſe 
three ints one. Concerning the kingdoms, and 
this very thing Danie/ ſaith again, 7 ſaw 4 
fourth beaſt dreadful and terrible, and ex* 
ceeding ſtrong, having ten horns, and another 


luatle horn grew up in the midſt of them, before 
whom 
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whom there were three of the firſt horns plucke 
#p by the roots. Therefore we ought to un- 
deritand, and I intreat you aguin, as one 
of you, loving you aboye mine own life, that 
ye would take heed unto your ſelves, and 
that ye would not be like unto thoſe, who 
heap up their fins, and ſay, That their Te- 
ſtament ts alſo ours, But Ours it is, for they 
have for ever deſtroyed that which Moſes 
received. For the Scripture ſich, And Mer 
ſes was in the mount fafting fourty days and. 
fourty nights, and he received the teſtament 
from the Lord, the tables of ſtone written with 
the hand of God. But they being turned unto 
idols deſtroycd that, for che Lord ſaith to 
Moſes, Go down quickly, for thy people, which 
thou broughteſt out of the land of K gypt, hath 
tranſpreſſed. And Moſes caſt the tables of 
ſtone ont of his hands, and their T cftament was 
broken, that the love of 7eſws might be 
ſigned upon your hearts unto the hope of 
the faith of him. Therefore ler us give hced 
unto the laft days; for all the time of our 
life and faith ſhall profit us nothing, if we 
do not endure unjuſt things, and future 
remprations, as the Son of God ſ:ich, Let ms 
reſiſt all iniquitie , and hate it. Conſider 
therefore the works of an evil life. Ye 
ought not to ſeparate vour ſelyes as being 
G 3 juſti- 
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juſtifſed, but meeting together in one,to en- 
quire what may be in common profitable 
and convenient for the beloved, For the 

Iai.s. Scripture faith, zo to thoſe, who are wiſe in 
their own eyes, and prudent in their own ſight. 
Let us being ſpiritual, be made a perfe&t 
Temple to Gead, as much as in us lies. Let us 
medicare upon the fear of God, and endea- 
vour x0 keep his Commandements, that we 
may rejoyce in his judgements. The Lord 
accepting no mans perſon judgeth theworld,; 
every man ſhall receive according to his 
deeds. If he be good, his goodneſs goes be- 
fore him, if wicked,the ways of his wicked- 
neſs follows after him, Take heed leſt ar 
any time being called, and at eaſe, wedo 
not fall aſleep in our fins, and the wicked 
one getting power over us, do not awake us 
out of our ſleep, and exclude us fromthe 
Kingdom of the Lord. Underſtand a little 
more ; Having ſeen the preat ſigns and 
"wonders among the people of the Zews, 
and that the Lord doth fo leave them , 
therefore let ys take heed, leſt happily we 
Marr. 22. be found, as it is written, Many called, few fr 
Ghoſen, For this Cauſe, the Loyd endured to 
deliver up his body to death, chat we might 
be ſanRified by remiſtion of fins, that is, 
 throvph the ſprinkling of bis bloud: Fore | 
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is written of him to che Fews, and to usyin 


chis manner, He was wounded for onr tranſ< Wal53+ 


greſſions , bruiſed for our iniquities ; by his 
ſtripes we were healed. He was led as a ſheep 
to the ſlaughter , and as a lamb before the 
ſrearer dumb, ſo opened he not his month. 
Therefore we ought exceedingly to rejoyce 
inthe Lord, becauſe he hath ſhown unto us 
things paſt, and hath made us wiſe, neither 
are we without underſtanding of things to 
come, But he ſaith, The net ſurely is ſpread 
in vain in the ſight of any bird. This he ſaith, 
in regard that chat man ſhall juſtly periſh, 
who hath knowledge of the way of truth, 
and yet will not refrain himſelf from the 
dark way. Moreover, the Lord enduredto 
ſuffer for us, and yet he is the Zord of the 
world, to whom he ſaid upon theday before 


the world was conſummate, Let # make man Gen.1. * 


according to our image and ſimilitude. Learn 
therefore how much he endured, who 
would ſuffer this from men. The mm 
having the gift from him /propheſied of him , 
and he, that he mighr aboliſh death, and 
make manifeſt the Reſurreion from the 
dead,-endured, becauſe it was neceſſary-for 
him to appear in the fleſh, thar he might 
make good the Promiſe to the Parents. 


And preparing a wew people by his being up- 
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on the earth, he declared by making a Reſur- 
retion the judgement, and in the end by 
teaching, and doing great ſigns and won- 
ders, he preached to J/yael, and dearly loved 
him. Then he choſe proper Apoſtles, who 
ſhould preach his Goel, who were ſinners 
above all ſin, that he might ſhew that he 
came not to call the righteous, but ſinners to 
repentance. Then he manifelted himſelf ro 
be the 5on of God. For had he nor come in 
the fleſh, how could men looking on him 
have been ſaved? For the Sun, which is 
the work of his hinds, men c:nnot look di- 
realy upon with their eyes intent upon the 
beams of it. Therefore the Son of God 


came in the fleſh, that he might conſum-, 
mate the {ins of thoſe, who perſecuted his 


Prophets unto death, And for this he en- 
dured. For God ſaith, By the ſtripe of his 
fleſh all are healed. And again, when I ſhall 
ſmite the ſhepherd, then ſhall the ſheep of the 
flock be ſcattered, He would thus ſuffer, and 
x was neceſſ7rie that he ſhould ſuffer upon 
the tree. For -he ſaith, who propheſied of 
him, Thex ſhalt delrver my ſoul from the 
ſword. And, Faſten my fleſh with nails, for 
the congregations of wicked men are riſen up 
againſt me. And again he ſ:ith, Behold, 
1 have given my back to ſconraes, and my 

cheeks 
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cheeks to ſtrokes, and ſet my face, as a firm 
rock, But when he had done the Command, 


. what ſaith he? 7ho all condemn me, tet 


him be ſet ag ainft me ? or who ſhall judge me, 
let him come neer to the ſervant of the Lord? 


"Wo unto you, for ye ſhall all wax old as « 


garment , and the moth ſhall devour you. 
Again the Propher ſaith, He was ſet a ftome 
for contuftroy. Behold, I will lay in Sion for 
foundations a pretions ſte, elefF , a chief 
corner-ſtone, honourable. What faith he af 
ter? And he, who hopeth mit, ſhall live for 
ever. Is our faith therefore placed in-a 
lone ? Far be ir. But becaufe the Liyd hath 
given ſtrength unto his fleſh. For he ſaith, 
And he bath ſet me as a ſtrong rock. Again 
the Prophet faith, The flone which the 
builders refuſed, is made 'the head of the 
corner, And again he faith, This is the great 
and wonderful day,which the Lond hath made. 
I write the more _—_ to-you, that ye may 
underſtand. I am the off-/couring of your 
love. What fith the' Prophet again? The 
congregation of wicked men' came about me, 
they encloſed me as bees do'the wax. And,They 
caſt a lot upon my veſture. Seeing he ſhould 
be manifeſt in the fleſh, and ſhould ſuffer , 
his Paſſion was manifeſted long before. 
For the Prophet ſaith to Iſrael, 30 to the

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fowl of profane men, for they take evil coun- 
fel againſ} themſelves, ſaying, Let us ſeize 
. apor. the righteous, for te 1s unpleaſing to us. 
Azoſes alto faith unto them , Behe/d theſe 
4hinps ſaith the Lox God, Enter into the 
ood land, which the Lord hath ſworn. to Abra- 
and Iſaxc, and facob, and inherit the 
land flowing with milk, and honey. Learn 
what knowledge ſaith, Hope in Feſus, who 
will come in the fleſh to be manifeſted un- 
to you, an is 4 ſuffering land. For from 
the face of the earth was the figment of 
Adams driven, Why therefore ſaith he, 4 
food land flowing With milk and honey?Bleſled 
be our Lord, who hath puc wiſdom and un- 
deritanding in us of his ſecrets. For the Pro- 
phet (aith, 13/ho ſhall underſtand the parable of 
the Lord,but onely the wiſe and the intelligent, 
aud -he Who ts a lover of the Lord. Secing 
therefore the renewing us by remiſlion of 
finshath-made us to be another figure, he 
hath made os to-have ſouls like children, and 
hath formed us anew. For what he ſaith 
to.the Son, the. Scripture ſaith. concerning 
us, Fe will make man according to our imagze 
wad tcheneſs, and let them rule over the beaſts 
"the earth, ant the fowls of heaven, and the 
s-of the ſea, And the Lord ſeeing man 

an excellent figure , he ſaid, increaſe and 
| > multiply 
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multiply, and repleniſh the earth; Theſe things 
ro the Son. Again, I willſhew you, how m 


the laſt days he made a ſecond figure as 


concerning us. -' The Lord ſaith; - Behold, 1 


will make the ilaft things as the former, and 
therefore did'the Prophet preach.chus,ſay- 
-ing, Enter #htothe land flowing With milk avid 


heney , and hawe- dominion over it, Behold 
therefore we ate formed anew, 2s healfo 
faith in another Propher, Behold, ſaith the 
Lord, I will take from them, that 1s, from thoſe 
whom the ſpirit of the Lord hath foreſeen, rhejy 
hearts of ftine, and will give thin hearts of 
fleſh, For he was to be manifeſted in the 
fleſh, and to dwell in us. For, my brethren, 


-the inhabirarion of our 'hearts is an 'ho/ 


temple to the Lord, Again the Lord faith, 
How ſhall I appear before the Lord 'my Gol, 
avd how ſhall 7 glerifie him? "Re fzith, 1will 


-tonfeſs unto thee in the Church, in the midſt of 
my brethren, and will praiſe thee in the midft 
"of the Charch'ef Saints, Therefore we are 
"they whom he hath m__ into the good 


fand. But why' ilk an honey '? 'becauſe 
alittle child\is firſt quickned with'»#{h-and 


honey, and' notiriſhed. Sb we alſo being 
- nouriſhed and'enlivened by the faith of the 
"Promiſe and' the'Word ſhall live, and have 
"dominitn overthe'earth, For he' ſaid be- 


fore,

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Whar can this be now, that a man ſhould 
have power to rule the beaſts, or fiſhes, or 
fowls of the heaven? For we ought to be 
ſenſible. To govern, is of\power and ay- 


thoritie, and he ſhall bear rule who 1s 


thereto appointed. And if this be not now, 
he hath ſaid that it ſhall be, when? when 


. we our ſelves may be ,perfetcd to be 


made heirs of the Covrnawe of the Lrd. 
CdePou therefore ( ſon; of joy ) that the 
good Lord hath before hand manifeſted all 
things to us; that we. might know whom 


. we ought to. praiſe with thanks-giving ac- 


cording to all; Therefore if the Son of Ged 
being Loyd, who alſo ſhall judge the quick 
and dead, hach ſuffered, that his fripes may 
enliven us; we ought .to believe that this 
Sox of God could not ſuffer, unleſs it was for 
us. And. when he was crucified he had 


Vineger and gall given him to drink. Hear 
bow the prieſts of the people have mani- 
' feſted this, there being a-command written 
- concerning it, The Lord commanded ther 


if a man "world not faft the faft, he ſhould be 


deflroyed. Becauſe he would offer up in 
ſacrifice for 'our-fins the weſſe/ of the ſpirit, 
that the rype alſo which was. made in J/agc 
offered upon the Alrar might be completed. 

What 
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W hat ſaith he further by the Prophet ? And 
| let them eat of the goat offered on the fait for 
the ſins of all. Mark diligently : and let all 
the Prieſts alone eat the entrails unwaſhed with 
vineger. Why this ? becauſe ye ſhall give 
me gall and vineger to drink, when I ſhall 
offer up my fleſh for the fins of the New people. 
E at ye alone the people {fin and bewailing in 
ſackcloth and aſhes, that he might demon-' 
ſtrate thar it behooved him co ſuffer by 
them. Therefore what hath he given in 
command? obſerve ; Take two goats fair 
and alike, and offer them; and let the Prieſt 
take one for an Holocauſt, but what ſhall he 
do with the other? He ſaich,Ler ove be made 
an execration. Mark how the figure of 7eſws 
is manifeſted. And ye ſhall all ſpit mpon it, 
and pierce it, and put crimſon wooll aboxt the 
bead of it, and (o let it be ſent into the Wwilder- 
neſs, and when this is done, he who bears the 
goat into the wilderneſs, ſhall take of the wool, 
and put it upon a dry bruſhie thorn, called 
Rubs, the berries of which we —_— eat if 
finding them in the field: For the fruits of 
this thorn onely are pleaſant, But whar is 
the meaning of this? Obſerve; One goat 
Was for the Altar, the ether for an execration, 
and the goat for execration was crovneds 
Why ? becauſe they ſhall ſee him in that day 
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having - his fleſh cleathed in ſcarkt, and they 
foal ſay, Is not this he whom we have crucified, 
fetting him at naught , piercing and mocktn 
him ? Truly this was he, who then aid, 
T hat he was the Son of God, and he was 
uſed in like manaer as thoſe fair goats which 
were alike, So that when they ſaw him 
they mourned over him, who was to come 
hay & the figyre of a goat. See therefore 
the 7 ype of Zeus who was to ſuffer; But why 
did they put the woell into the. mudſt of thorns ? 
This is a T ype of { cſuus appointed to the Church. 
He, who would take away the ſcarlet wool, 
muſt needs ſuffer many things, for the thorg 
is terrible, and he who would rule over ir, 
muſt endure aftliftion , ſo, ſaich he, they, 
who would ſee me, and approach my king- 
don, onght to receive me.chrough tribula- 
tions and ſufferings. But ſee what figure this 
was, when it was given in command to 
Tſracl, That man, in whom ſins were com- - 
pleted, ſbonld offer an Heifer, and killing it 
Jhould burn it, and then ſervants ſhould take 
wp the aſhes, and put them into earthen veſſels, 
&nd then the (ervants ſhould take (carlet woell 
and hyſſop, and ſo (prinkle the people one by one, 
that they might be purged from their ſins. 
Underſtand in what ſimplicicy.it ſpeaks unto 
us, This Heifer is Feſws Chriſt, the men offe- 
+ ring 
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ring it are thoſe ſinners, who brought him 
to the flaughcer ; for they ſeemed partly 


men, and partly ſinners. Burt the ſervants 

ſprinkling were they , who preached unto! 
us remiſſion of ſms, and puritic of heart, To\ 
whom he gave the power of the Goſpel, they 

were Twelve in teſtimonie of the Tribes, 
for they were the 7 welve Tribes of Tſract,: 
which they were to preach ic ro, But os 


were there three fervants fprinkling? T 


were in teſtimonie of 4braham, and 7/aac, 


and aceb, who were honourable with God. 
But why was the wooll put upon wood ? 


Becauſe the kingdom of 7e/+s was fromthe: 
wood, and they therefore, who hope in 
him, ſhall live for ever, But why was there' 
wooll and hyſſop together ? Becauſe in his 
kingdom ſhall be evil and gloomie days, 


wherein we ſhall be ſaved. For he, who is 
* wounded in the fleſh is healed by "fe 

 cleanſingaway the filth. And for this cauſe 
are theſe things, which are made thus ma- 
nifeſt to us, obſcure to them, becauſe they 
hearkned not unto the voyce of the Zord. 
Agiin the Lord faith by the Propher ſome- 
thing of the ears, teaching us thereby how 
we ſhould circumciſe our heart, ſaying, 
By the hearing of the ear hath he Band Me 
' And apainhe faith, They, who are afar off, 
fall 
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ſtall hear with the hearing, what I have done, | 
and ſhall know me ; And, ye ſpall circumciſe © 
your hearts, ſaith the Lord, And again he; 
ſaith, Hear, O 1ſracl, for tve Lord thy God- | 
ſpraketh theſe things unto thee, And again the 
Spirir of the Lord propheſieth, z/ho z5 he that 
would live for ever ? let him hear with the ear 
the woice of my ſervant. And again he ſaith, 
Hear, O heaven, and give ear, O earth, for 
the Lord hath ſpoken theſe things for a Tefti- 
mony. And again he ſaith, Hear the word of 
the Lord, ye rulers of this people. And again 
he ſaith, Hear, © children, the voice of one cry- 
ng in the wilderneſs, Therefore he circum- 
ciſed our ears, that hearing we may believe 
the word. For the Circumciſion, of which 
= were perſwaded, is aboliſhed. For he 
ſaid, There ſhould be a circumciſion not 
made upon the fleſh. But they have tranſ- 

greſſed, becauſe a wicked Angel hath caughe 
them. He faith again unto them, Theſe 
things ſaith the Lord your God. Here | find 
a commandment, Sow not among thorns, but 
be circumciſed to your L ord, And what faith 
he further? And circumciſe your hard heart, 
and do not harden your neck. And again, Be- 
hold the Lord ſaith, All nations are uncircum- 
Czſed having on the foreskin, but this people is 
amcircumciſed in heart. But thou wilt ſay, The 
people 
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people hath received circumciſion as aſeafl. 
But ſo every Syrian, and Arabs, and allthe 
idolatrous prieſts, and the Egyptians have 
received circumciſion, therefore are they al- 
ſo within the Covenants,. Learn therefore 
(Children) abundantly concerning all nat 
ons, That Abraham, who firſt gave circum- 
ciſion inthe ſpirir,did ſee ſofar asto the Soy, 
for receiving the definitions of three letters, 
he gave circumciſion, For he ſaich, That 4- 
braham circumciſed the males of his houſe, 
which were ter, and eight, and three hundred. 
Therefore what knowledge was giyen' to 
him > Learn, there were firſt tex and eight, "Tre; 
then three hundred, the Ten note 1. the Egght 17+ 
note-y, there ye have. 'Inz#s And the Croſs, *©** 
which ſhould have the grace, was noted in 
the three hundred, for the numeral of that is T- 
Therefore itis manifeſt that Ze/36 was figured 
in two letters,and the Croſs in one. Abraham 
knew the implanted-gife of his doQrine, and 
gave it fora ſign to us.-No one hath learned 
a more genuine word from me, onely I 
know that ye are worthy, But whete:s 
Moſes bath ſaid, Te ſhall not eat ſwmnes fleſh, 
mor the eagle, nor the hawk,, nor the crow, nor 
any fiſh which hath not ſcales upon st:; un- 
doubtedly he received in his underſtanding 
three Conftitmtions, Aﬀerwards he faith to 
MM _ them 
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them in Dexteronomie , Pact ra - Aoan 
e my judgements, U y there- 
pop Fx 4 command of God was not that 
they ſhould not eat, buc Afoſes ſpake in the P 

fpiric. When he ſpake of not eating ſwines | 
fleth, he ſpake it to this effeR, T how ſhalt ner, 
faith he, be joyned to ſuch men,who are like unto 
{wine,who,when they are fed and wanton, forget 
their Lord, but when they are in wants acknow- 
ledge him; For the ſwine,when he hath eaten, 
knows not his Lord, but when he is bungry, 
he cryes,& when he is filled again is ſtill, and 
holds his peace. Nether ſhalt thon eat, ſaith 
he,the eagle,or the hawk, nor the kite, nor the 
crow. In this he faith, 7 how ſhalt not aſſociate | 
thy ſelf with ſuch men, who do not make provs 
frons for themſelves by labour and ſweat, but | 
{ive by rapine and injurious taking from others, | 
and however they appear to walk in ſimplicity, | 
| Jet they obſerve what things may be tffered to 
them without any labour, theſe they diligents 
ly prie ont, being idle themſelves , and 
very pernicious creatures by reaſon of their 
. wickedneſs , they devour and feed upon the 
fleſs of others. He ſaich,T how ſhalt not eat the 
Lanpry nor the Polypus, nor the Cuntle-fifh. 
Tharis, he ſaith, how ſhalt not be joyned to,nor 
like unto thoſe men, who are ungodly to the end; 
and condemned to death , fortheſe filhes == 
eng , 
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being accurſed, ſwim onely in the not 
diving as other fiſhes; but ohabione the 
mud of the deep. He hath ſaid again, 7 hos 
ſhalt not eat the Conie. Why ſaid he it? only 
to ſhew,that thou ſhouldeſt not be a laſciviews 
lecherous perſon, nor like unto ſuch, for th: 
Hare or Conie doth every year breed abun- 
dantly, and as many years as ſhe liveth ma- 
keth her ſo many burcows. Neither ſhalt 
then eat the Hyexna, This he ſaith, T how ſhalt 
5 be an adulterer, nor defiler of men or wo 

n, nor like wnto ſuch. Why ſo? for this 
kind of animal every year changeth its na 
ture, and is one while a male, and another 
while a female. Again he well ſaid, Thow 
ſhalt hate the weafil , this he ſaith, Thou halt 
not be like unto thaſe, of whom we hear, by 
reaſon of their impurity, that they do wrlawful 
things at the month, neither ſhalt than aſſociate 
thy Fur with impure perſons, who commit ini- 
quitie with the month ;, for this animal con- 
ceiveth ar the mouth. Therefore Aſofes by 
the ſpirit delivered three confirutions tonch- 
ing meats, but they underſtood them to be 
meant of meats in a fleſhly ſenſe, But Pa- 
vid took the true knowledge of theſe three. 
Cooftications, and ſpake in this wiſe, Bleſſed 
is the man, who hath not walked in the Corncil 
of the ungodly, as thoſe fiſhes whieh walk in 
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the dark down into the deep. And hath not 
ſtood in the way of ſinners; as perſons ſeeming- 
ly reverencing their lord, and yet tranſ- 
greſſing like ſwine. And hath not ſat in the 
ſeat of peſtilent men, Like unto birds which 
ſit watching for prey, Thus have you a per- 
fe&tknowledge of Moſes his Conſtitutions 
about meats But Aoſes ſaith, T how maiſt 
eat of whatever hath acloven hoof, and cheweth 
' the cud, Wherefore faith he it? becauſe 

every ſuch creature having received oo 
doth ſeem to acknowledge his feeder, 2 
being refreſhed to rejoyce in him. He ſpake 
it well ſeeing the Commandment, therefore 
what ſaid he « He gave in Commandment 
that they ſhould be joyned to thoſe who 
fear the Loyd,and who meditate in the heart 
upon the Command of the Word which they 
have received, and to aſſociate with thoſe, 
who ſpeak the judgements of the Zoxdand 
keep them, and to thoſe, who knowing thax 
Meditation is a work of joy, do ruminate 
upon the word of the Zord. But what means 
the beaſt with a clover foor ? This ſhews 
that.a juſt man , though he walks in this 


world, yet he expeRs and lays hold upon 


another, Obſerye how excellently Aſoſes 
Save his laws. But they could not know or 
underſtand theſe things : Yet we rightly 

under 
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underſtanding the Commands, do ſpeak as: 
the Lord would; therefore hath God cir. 
cumciſed our ears, aid our hearts that we 
might underſtand theſe things, We ſhall 
now enquire, whether it was the Lord's care 
ro manifeſt any thing before hand couching 
the zyater, and the Croſs. As concerning the 
Water it is written to 1/7ael, how they ſhould 
not receive Baptiſm, which ſhould bring re- 
miſſion of ſins, but ſhou!d build up to them. 
ſelves. Therefore che Prophet faith; Be 
aſteniſhed,0 heaven,and lt,the earth very much 
tremble at it, for this people hath committed 
two great evils, they have forſakew me the 
fountain of living waters, and hewed out to 
themſelves broken cifterns. Is my holy mount 
Sion a deſert rock? Te ſhall be as the young ones 
of a bird fluttering about the forſaken neſt, 
And againthe Prophet ſaith, 7 will ge before 
thee, and will level the mountains, and will 
break in pieces the gates of braſs, and cut in 
ſunder the bars of iron, and I will give thee the 
treaſures of darkneſs, and hidden riches of ſe- 
cret places, that they may know that I am the 
Lord God. And he ſhall dwell in the deep cave 
of the ſtrong rock : afterwards what ſaith he? 
His water ſhall be ſure through the Son.Te ſhall 
ſee the king with glory, and your ſoul ſhall me- - 
ditate on the fear of the Lord. And again he” 
Hs faith

ſaith in another Prophet, He, who doth theſe 
thints, ſhall be as a tree planted by the water- 
courſes, which ſhall give its fruit in its ſeaſon , 
and his leaf ſhall not wither, and whatſoever he 
dath it frall proſper ,, not ſo the ungodly, not ſo, 
but they ſhall be as the duſt, which the wina 
feattereth befure the face of the earth : Therc- 
fore the ungoaly ſhall not ſtand in the juage- 
ment, nor finncrs in the counſel of the juſt. For 
the Lord knoweth the way of the righteous, and 
the way of tbe ungedly ſhall periſh, Be ye 
ſenſible how he hach appointed ater and 
the Croſs for the ſame thing. For this he 
faith, Bleſſed are they, who, hoping in the Croſs 
have + 4p uea into the Water. And whereas 
he faith, .he will give a reward in its ſeaſon. 
This he faith, 7 will retribate to them. The 
leaves ſhall nit Wither. This he faich, T bar 
every Word Which ſhall [proceed ont of your 
mouth in faith and love, ſhall be for the conver- 

from and hope of many. Again another Pro- 
phet ſaith, Aud the AF, Facob was praiſed 
above all lands, This he ſpeaks of the (ſel.

Son Feſms through the ſpirit, And whereas 
he ſaith, zyhoſoever ſhalt rat of theſe ſhall live 
for ever, This he faich, xy hoſoever, ſaich he, 
ſhall hear the things that are ſpoken, and ſhall 
believe, he ſhall live for ever. He determines 
inlike manner concerning the Cxo/7 by ano- 
ther Proph:t ſpeaking thus, And when theſe 
things ſhall be conſummate, and when the wood 
ſhall be bowed, ſaith the Lord, and ſhall riſe 
ag ain,and when blond ſhall diftit from the wood. 
Thou haſt ſomeching again couching the | 
Croſs and him who ſhould be cracified. 
For he ſ+ith againin Moſes, When Iſrael was 
warred againſt by ſtrangers,and that they were 
to be Pit in remembrance that they were wark 
red againſt, that they might be delivered mp to 
death for their fins, the ſpirit ſpake to the heart 
of Moſes, That he ſhould make a type of the - 
Croſs and of him who ſhould ſuffer, ro ſhew 
that unleſs they hoped in him, they ſhould be 
warred againft for. ever. Therefore Moſes 
laid the armour one piece upen another in the 
midale of a fountain, and ſtanding higher than 
all, ſtretched out his hands, and ſo Iſrael pre 
vailed, and when he drew in his hands again 
they were put rodeath. Why was this? That 
they may Low that they canner be ſaved, unleſs

they hope in him- And in another Prophet he 
faith, All the day long have I ſtretched forth 
my hands to a people that will not be perſwaded, 
contraditting my juft Way. Moſes again 
makes a type of Zeſws, becauſe it was neceſ- 
fary that he ſhould ſuffer, and give life, when 
they ſuppoſed to have deſtroyed him in the 
ſepulchre. For when Iſrael fell he made ever 
ferpent to bite them, and they died, becauſe & 
tranſorefſion in Eve Was by the ſerpent, that 
he might reprove them,and convince them, that 
for their tran{preſſion they Were delivered 0 
to the anguiſh of death. In the end, thoug 
Moſes had commanded that there ſhould be 
no molten nor graven image amonglt them 
for a God, he made one to ſhew the rype of 
Peſins. For Moſes made a ſerpent of braſs, 
and placed it gloriouſly, and by Proclamation 
called the people, They coming together in- 
treated ſes that he would pray and make 
an offering for them, that they might be 
healed. Then Moſes ſaid unto them, hen 
any ef you ſhall be bitten, tet him come to this 
ſerpent ſet upon a pole, and let him hope, be- 
tieving that thoughit 1s dead, it 15 able to give 
life, and he ſhall be immediately healed; and 
they did ſo. In this thou halt the g/orie of 
Feſus, tor all things are in him, and to him. 
What faich Atoſes again to Feſay the Son 
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of Nave, giving him, being a Propher, this 
Name, T hat ad the people ſhould hear him only, 
becauſe the Father Would reveal all things 
roucking his Son Feſus to the Son of Name. 
And when he gave him this Name, and ſenc 
him to ſearch the Land, He ſ:id,7ake a /irtle 
book in thine hands, and VWorite What the Lord 
ſaith. Becauſe the Son of God in the laſt days 
Will cat up all the houſe of Amaleh by the roots, 
Behold again 7e/«, not the ſox oft man, bur 
the Son of God, bur manifeſted by a rype in 
{ the fleſh. And becauſe they would fay that 
' . Chrift is the ſon of David, he _— and 
underſtanding the errour of finners faith, 
The Lord ſaid to my Lord, Sit on my right 
hand, until I make thy enemies thy footſtool. 
. Andagiin E/aias faith in this manner, The 
Lord ſaid to Chriſt my Lord, I have holden his 
right hand, that the nations may hear him, and 
1 will break, in pieces the power of kings, See 
how David calls him Loyd, and the Sox of 
God. But let us ſee whether thzs people be 
the heir or firſt perple, and whether the 
Teſtament be ours or theirs, Hear now what 
the Scripture ſaith concerning this people. 
Tſaac proed for Rebekah his wife, becauſe ſhe 
was barren , and ſhe conceived, afterwards 
Rebekah came to enquire of the Lord, and the 
Lord faid unto her, T wo nations are in thy 
; womb, 
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Womb, and two people in thy bowels, and one 
people ſhall prevail over the other people, and 
the Elder ſhall ſerve the Younger. Ye ought 
t0 be ſenſible who is //aac, and who is Re- 
bekah; and which of the rwo he hath de- 
monſtrated to be the E der prople, thrs people, 
'Or that, And in another Prophe/y he ſaith, 
Zacob ſpake more plainly to Joſeph his ſon, ſay- 
mg, Behold, the Lord hath not deprived me of 
thy preſence , bring thy ſons unto me, that I 
way bleſs them. And he brought forth Ephraim 
and Manaſſes, defiring that the Hleſſing wi he 
be given to Munaſſes, becauſe he was the el, 
and he ſet him on the right hand of his father 
Facob. But Facob ſaw in the ſpirit a type of 
rhat people which ſhould be. And what fol. 
lows? And Facob changed his hands, and put 
his right hand upon the head of Ephraim the 
ſecond and the younger, and bleſſed him. And 
Zoſeph ſaid to Jacob, Put thy right hand upon 
the head of Manaſſes, becanſe he is my firſt- 
born ſon. And Facob ſaid to Foſeph, 1 know it 
my ſon, 1 know it, but the Elder ſhall (erve the 
Jounger, yet he alſs ſoall be bleſſed. See which 
of theſe he hath appointed to be this fire 
people, and heir of the Covenant. Yet tur- 
ther, let it be remembred that through 
Abraham we haye a greater perfeQion of 
our knowledge. Therefore what ſaith he 
ig 
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to Abraham, T hat becauſe he believed,it was 
counted to him for righteouſneſs ? Behold, 7 
have made thee a father of nations which 
ſhould believe in the Lord through uncircum- 
ciſion. But let us now enquire, whether he 
hath performed the Covenant which he 
ſware to the fathers, to this people ? He gave 
it, but they were not wan ro receive it, 
by reaſon of their ſins. For the Propher ſauth, 
And Moſes was fatting in the monnt Sinas 
femrty days and fourty mohts, that he might 
receive the Covenant from the Lord for the 
people ; and he received of the Lord the two 
tables, written with the finger of the Lord's 
hand through the ſpirit : and when Moſes 
had received them, he brought chem down 
xo deliver them co the people. And the Lord 
ſaid to Moſes, Moſes, Moſes, go down quicks 
ty, for thy people have rife which thox 
Dk out of the land of Egypt. And 
Moſes underſtood that they had made them 
molten idols, and he caſt the tables our of 
his hands, and the tables of the Covenant of 
the Lord were broken, Moſes indeed re- 
ceived them, but they were not worthy. 
Learn now how we received them. Moſes 
received them as a ſervant, but the Lord 
himſelf gave them to us, who ſuffering pa- 
uently for us was made manifeſt, rhar they 

; | might 
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might be conſummate in their ſins, and we 
might be the people of the inheritance, and re- 
ceive the Covenant by the heir Feſus Chriſt. 
The Prophet faith again, Bekold, 7 have ſet 
thee for a light of the Gentiles, that thou maiſt 
be for ſalvation to the ends of the earth, ſaith 
the Lord God who redeemed thee, who was 


prepared for this very thing, that he ma- 


king diſcoverie of our evils deſtrutive to 
death, and how wholly we were given up 
to the tranſgreſſion of errour , might de- 
liver us from darkneſs, and put his Cove. 
nant in us by the Word, For it is written 
how that the Father commanded him tore. 
deem us trom darkneſs, and to prepare for 
himſelf an holy people. Therefore the 
Prophet ſaith, 7 the Lord thy God have called 
thee in righteouſneſs, and I will hold thy hand, 
and will ſtrengthen thee, and I have given 
thee for a Covenant to the nations, and for 4 
light to the Gentiles, to open the eyes of the 
blind, and to deliver thoſe that are in bonds, 
theſe that ſit in darkneſs from the priſen-houſe. 
Know therefore how we were delivered 
and redeemed. Apain the Prophet ſaith, 7 he 
Spirit of the Lord is upon me, becauſe he hath 
awointed me, and ſent me to preach the glad 
tidings of grace to the humble, to heal the 
broken-hearted , to preach liberty to the 
LOTS captives, 
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captives, to open the eyes of the blind, 'and to 
call an acceptable year of the Loyd, and a day 
of retribution, and to comfort all that mourn. 
It is alſo written concerning the Sabbath in 
the Ten words, wherein he ſpake in the 
Aonnt Sinai face to face to Moſes, And 
Je ſpall ſanttifie the Sabbath of the Lord with 
pare hands, and with a\pare heart. And in 


another place he faith, 1f cheir ſons ſhall keep 


my Sabbaths, then will F put my mercy upon 
a He calleth it a [rf in the be. 
ginning of the Creation. 4nd God made in 


fix days the works of his hands, and fi- 


ſhed upon the ſeventh day, and refted on it; 
and [anitified it. Sons obſerve what he faith 
when he faith, He finiſhed in fix days. This 
he faith, That God the Lord will finiſh all 
things in fix thouſand years ;, for a day 
with him 1s a thouſand years , He himſelf 
witneſſeth it, ſaying, Behold this day, A day 
ſhall be a4 a thouſand years. Therefore, 
Children, in ſix days, in fix thouſand years 
all things ſhall be finiſhed. And he veſted 
on the ſeventh day, This he ſaith, zyhen his 
Son coming ſhall finiſh the works of his time, 
and ſoall judge the ungodly, and ſhall change 
the Sun, and the Moon, and the Stars, then 
he ſhall reſt honourably upon the ſeventh day, 
In fine this he faith, Thou ſhalt ſanttifie 
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it with pure hands, ad a pure heart. There- 
fore how can any one now /axftifie the 
day; which God hath ſanitified, nnleſs he be 

« pare heart in all things ? Let us not 
be deceived. For if he refting gloriouſly 
doth [anttifie it , we bring juſt, and doing 
Juſt things ſhall be able to ſanttifie tt, when 


we have received the Promiſe of iniquitie 


| ceaſing , all things being maile new by the 


Lord. Then we ſhall be y to ſanllifie it, 
when we eur ſelves are firſt ſanttified. AF- * 
terwards he fb tothem, Tour new Aſoons 
and your Sabbaths I cannot away with. 
See how he faith, That the Sabbaths which 
are now are not acceptable unto we, But in 
that he reſted , he made all chings which 
he had made the beginning of the eighrh 
ag, that is, the beginning of awother world. 
Therefore we obſerve the eighth day with 
alacrity of mind , whereow feſms roſe from 
the dead, and being manifeſted, aſcended 
into the heavens. 1 ſhall moreover ſpea 
unto you concerning the Temple : How 
they being in miſerie did erre in their hope 
upon the way , for they did not hope in 
God of the Temple, who made them, 
but in the T' as being the Houſe of 
God, for almoſt, like the very heathens, 
they confined hin wichia che Temple but 
earn 
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learn what the Lord ſaich making void the 
Temple. #ho hath meaſured the heavens 
with his palm , and the earth with his fift ® 
1s it not 1? ſaith the Lord. Heaven & my - 
throne, and the earth my footſtock ; what 
houſe will ye build unto me? and what ts 
the place of my reſt ? Know that theirs 'is 
a vain hope. After this he faith again; Bes 
hold they who deſtroy this Temple, ſhall them- 
ſelves build it. It 1s done, For when 
warred it was deſtroyed by the enemies, 
and the miniſters themſelves of thoſe enes 
mies ſhall build it. Again he hath opened; 
How the City and people 1/-ae} ſhould be 
delivered up. For the Scripture faith, And 
it ſhall be in the laſt days, That the Lord will 
deliver up the ſneep of the paſture, and their 
fence and their tower to deſtruttion. And it 
is come to paſs as the Zord hath ſpoken. 
Therefore we ſhall enquire whether there 
be a Temple of God, There is where he 
faith he would make and finiſh ir. For ir is 
written, 7 ſhall be when a week is finiſhed; 
that the Temple of God ſhall be built glorious 
in the name of the Loyd. Therefore I find 
that there is a Temple. But how ſhall it be 
built in the name of the Lord? Learn, 
Before we believed God the dwelling of 
pur heart was corrupt and weak as —_— 
ac 
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buile truly by the hand ; for the bouſe was 
full of Idolatry, by Idolatry it was the houſe 
of devils, ſo that we did whatever was con- 
trary to God. But it ſhall be built in the 
name of the Lord. Learn, that a glorious 
Temple of the Lord ſhall be built: But how? 
Learn; we receiving remiſſion of ſins, and 
hoping in the name of the Lord were made 
anew, and created again as from the begin- 
ning. So that in our houſe, that is, in us, 
. God truly dwelleth. How? The word of 
his Faith, the calling of his Promiſe, the 
wiſdom of his judgements, the commands 
of his doQrine, he himſelf propheſying in 
us, he himſelf dwelling in us, opening to 
us the gates of the Temple, who were be 
fore the ſervants of death, tha is, opening 
that mouth which gives repentance to us, 
hath brought us into the incorruptible 7em- 
ple. And he, who delires to be ſaved, minds 
nothing but him dwelling in him, admires 
nothing but him ſpeaking in him, deſires to 
hear nothing but the words ſpoken from 
his mouth, Thi #5 the ſpiritual Temple built 
xnto the Lord, ſo far as he would in power 
and ſimplicity manifeſt it unto us, My Soul - 
hoperh with deſire, that I have omitted no- 
thing convenient for you, and conducing to 
Salvation. If I ſhould write unto you of 

_ things 
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things fature, ye would not underſtand me, 
becauſe they are ſhut up in Parables: bur 
theſe things are ſo. 

' Let us now pals over to: another kind of 
knowledge and doctrine: There are two 
Ways of drttrine and power, either of Light 
or of Darkmeſs ; and great is the difference 
of theſe two ways, Over one are appointed 
the Angels of Gd, the Miniſters of light; 
Over the other the angels of Satan ; Over 
the one is the Lord from ages to ages, Over 
the other the prince of che 11me of iniquity. 
The way of light is this, If a man would 
walk to the” place deligned, he will make 
haſte by his works. Therefore Knowledge 
is given to us that we may walk init, which 
is this, Thou ſhalt love thy Maker. Tho 
ſhalt oborifie him who redeemed thee from 
. death. Thou ſhalt be ſimple in heart ; and 
peing rich in the ſpirit , thou ſhalt mt joyn 
thy ſelf with thoſe Who walk in the way of 
death. Thou ſhalt hate to do that which is 
not pleaſing to God. T how ſhalt hate all by- 
pocriſie. Thou ſhalt not forſake the Com 
mandments of the Lord. Thou ſhalt not ex- 
alt thy ſelf, but be of an humble mind. 
Thou ſhalt mot aſſume glorie ts thy ſelf. 
Thou ſhalt not take evil counſel againit 
thy neighbonr. Thou ſhalt not give boldneſs

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to thy ſoul. Thou ſoalt not commit adultery, 


rior fornication, nor buggerie. Thou ſhalt not | 


_ to correft the impurity of ſome by 
that word, which cometh from God , an 

when thou reprooveft tranſgreſſions thou ſhalt 
tot reſpett perſons. Thou ſhalt be meek, and 
quiet , trembling at the words , Which thou 
Lf beard. T how ſhalt not remember evil 
things againſt thy brother. Thou ſhalt not 
be of 4 donble and wavering ſoul, doubting 
whether thus or thus. Thou ſhalt not take 
the Name of the Lerd in vain. T hou ſhalt 
kove thy neighbour above thy ſoul. Thou 
ſhalt not deſtroy the child by abertion , nor 
kill it when it is burn. Thou ſhalt not take 
away thy hand from thy ſon, nor from thy 
daughter, but from their youth ſhalt teach 
them the fear of the Lord. Thou ſhalt not 
defire thy neighbours goods, nor be a coverons 
perſon. Thou ſhalt not adhere in thy ſoul 
fo proud perſons , but be numbred amongſt 
the juſt: and bumble. Thoxn ſhalt embrace 
temptations, when they happen, as good things. 
T hes ſhalt not be of a donble mind, ny a 
double tongue, for a double tongue u the 


Snare of death. T hou ſhalt be ſubjeft ro the 


Lord, to Maſters, as to the type of God, in 
reverence and fear. T hou ſhalt not command 
thy maid ar man-ſervant with bitterneſs; 
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eſpecially thoſe who hope in him, left thog 
be found deſtitute of the fear of God , who 
is ever both, For he came not to call men 
by their perſons , but thoſe Whom hs ſpiris 
prepared. Thou ſhalt communicate to t 

neighbour in all things; and ſhalt mt call 
any thing thine own, for if ye are commu- 
wicative in incorruptible things , how mach 
more in corruptible, Thou ſhalt not be haftie 
1 rengne, for the month is the (nare of death. 
Keep thy Soul as chaſte as thou canſt. Do 
mot ſtretch forth thy hands to receive, and 


| ſhut them when thou ſhouldft give, Thox 
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ſhalt love every man ſpeaking to thee the 
Word of the Lord as the apple of thine eye. 
Mind the day of judgement night and day. 
Seek out every day the perſons of holy men, 
and ſcarching by the Word go forth to ex- 
hort , and meditate to ſave a ſont by the 
Word. And thon ſhalt labour by thy hands 
for the redemption of thy fins. Thou ſhalt 
not doubt to give , nor murmur when thou 
giveſt. Give to every one that acheth of 
thee, but know evan i the 7 Load Ye= 
compenſer of the rewara.

which fo received , neither ps ts 
wor taking from them. Hate a Wicked per- - 
fon to », end. ?udge juſtly.

Schiſm. Make peace betwixt theſe who 
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are at variance... Confeſs thy fins, Come 
not to Prayer with an evil Conſcience. This 
& the way of light. But the dark way is 
crooked, full of that which 7s exccrable. For 
it is the way of erermal death with ror- 
ment ; wherein are things deſtruQtive to 
the Soul, 1delatrie, Bolaneſs, Sublimitie of 
power, Hypocriſie , Doubleneſs of heart, A- 
dulterie, Murder, Rapine , Pride, T ranſ- 
greſſion, Deceit, Malice, Arrogance, witch- 
craft, Magick, Covetouſneſs, Want of the 
fear of God, Perſecutors of the grod , Ha- 
ters. of the truth, Men who love but know 
mot the wages of Righteouſneſs, Perſons net 
adhering to that which 1s good , nor to juſt 
quagement, Men who regard not the widow 
wor fatherleſs , being not watchful 10 the 
fear of God, but to ao evil, from whom 
Adeekneſs and Patience are far removed; 
Lovers of wain things, ſeekers of revenge, 
ſuch as have mo pity for the poor , nor en- 
_ to relieve the oppreſſed, ready to 
petratt , nor knowing their Maker , mur- 
derers of children, corrupters of the firment 
of God, ſuch as turn away themſelves from
